a letter in reply to Ty ner’s letter dated 
Oct. 8 and just made public. 
The let­ 
ter sa y s that as the Question of Ty ner s 
guilt on the criminal charge on which 
he wa s tried has been passed upon by 
a jury the president acquiesces in the 
jury 's finding, but the evidence “ seems 
to him overwhelming that y ou I Ty ner], 
were guilty either of moral obliquity 
In performance of duty or ol tin* gross­ 
est inefficiency .” 


JuHtlfien the P r e sid e n t’» Charge« . 
Secretary I.oeb’s letter is dated Oct. 
28 , 39 04, and sa y s tha t the “ righting 
of the wrong” could only be effected 
by Ty ner’s reinstatement in office and 
a*declaration by the president tha t he 
is innocent; tha t the charges of the 
president w e re written when there were 
three indictments aga inst Ty ner, as 
well as the report of Bristow and the 
opinion of Conrad and Bonaparte. 


Malt mi a W id e D istin ction . 
Ix» eli then proceeds: “ There is, how­ 
ever. a wide difference between mis­ 
conduct which is criminal and declared 
such by the courts, and misconduct 
which, though it does not render the 
wrong-door liable to the criminal law', 
y et require» his immediate separation 
from the government service and justi­ 
fies his severe condemnation by the 
general community on raoml grounds. 
You were acquitted of conspiring with 
Barrett to do certain criminal deeds. 
You were not acquitted of doing the 
deeds.”

“ That these 
get-rich- 
quick concerns which employ ed 
Mr. 
Barrett were improperly favored

investigated a 8 t. Louis concern, which 
declares that “ from the evidence it ap­ 
pears that the department a t W a shing­ 
ton, by some process or other unknown 
to y our committee, overruled the rec­ 
ommendation of the inspector and dis­ 
missed the cases pending against these 
companies, and tha t they were 
a l­ 
lowed to proceed with their process of 
absorbing the people’s money .” 


TYNER AND RO BB COMPARED 


L a tter la m e s Frnnrf O rders T ha t H a d B eeu 
P reviou sly C a n celled . 


Referring to Barrett.Ty ner’s nephew 
by marriage, Loeb sa y s that he left 
office and immediately made a specia l­ 
ty of preventing the issuance or secur­ 
ing the cancellation of fraud orders, 
and w a s very successful, making many 
thousands of dollars thereby ; tha t he 
had been Ty ner’s a ssista nt and made 
his money by practicing “ before the 
department of which 
y ou were the 
hea d,” and adds: •'Since Attorney Gen­ 
eral Robb was made attorney general 
for the postoffice department all these 
fraud orders, the issuance of which 
Mr. Barrett prevented or the cancella­ 
tion of which he secured, have been 
issued, and in do <-a s e ha s one of them 
been made void by the courts.” 
Continuing, lxieb’s letter sa y s: "The 
contrast between wha t wa s doue un­ 
der y our administration and under his 
and the conduct of Mr. Barrett, in the 
president’« Judgment,” show “ tha t y our 
removal was imperatively demanded in 
the interest of honest and efficient gov­ 
ernment.” 
Loeb sa y s there were cer­ 
tain matters which could not come be­ 
fore the jury , but wbich the president 
must consider when asked to rehabili­ 
ta te Ty ner. 
One of these wa s “ the 
burglary 
committed” 
by 
Barrett’s 
mother and Mrs. Ty ner, in which cer­ 
tain documents were abstracted from 
the sa fe in Ty ner’s private office. 
The president, Ixieb say s, had a right 
to assume that the documents were 
of an incriminating character and tha t 
it has never l>een know n exactly wha t 
documents were taken. He then refers 
to a case in which Ty ner wrote the 
postmaster a t Portage. Wis., where his 
daughter w*as employ ed, asking that 
she be retained and sa y ing tha t “ If 
she goes elsewhere the money that 
pay s her salary w ill go to the office j 
to w'hlch she shall be transferred. 
If 
•he remains at Portage 1 shall add 
slightly to the salary , and of course 
secure an addition to the allowance for 
salaries a t the office to pay the 
In­ 
crease.” 
Commenting on this 
lx>eb’s letter 
sa y s: 
"This request wa s a grossly J 
Improper one for a man in y our posl- i 
tion to make of a postmaster, and y our 
letter certainly implies that favors may 
be given or withheld in the discretion I 
of the man making the request.”

The allegation tha t his wife had com- 
| mittod a “ burglary ” at the postofth e 
1 department General Ty ner said was 
I “ a s unmanly as it is unjustified.” Mrs. 
Ty ner’s visit, he said, w a s in office 
hours and was perfectly open and *hc 
took nothing from the sa fe except his 
private papers and a batch of semi­ 
official papers, which he returned 
at 
once, and also sent the private papers 
' to the postottice department for exa m ­ 
ination. although they consisted of 
nothing except letters and gifts to his 
wife. 
He denounced as indefensible 
the suggestion tha t some incriminat­ 
ing paper» were in the safe. 
lie sa y s that the appointment of his 
daughter was in accordance with civil 
service rules and thar his action in her 
ea se was perfectly regular and entirely 
innocent. 
Concluding, he sa y s: 
“ The 
record of my case, so far a s I am con­ 
cerned, is closed. F am satisfied there­ 
with. 
I wa s to the end fa ithful to the 
trust confided to me by my govern­ 
ment, and rendered the best service 1 
wa s capable of. 
The president has 
not justified hi» accusations a ga inst 
me, while 1 have faced a trial before 
a jury of my peers and been vindi­ 
cated.
